Hokusai, a Japanese 
artist, drew this 
picture in the 
1820s. It’s his 
version of what a 
tsunami looks like. 
Pretty wild! 
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What would you think 
about a wave so powerful that it 
could spill over your town and 
Sweep you out to sea? This can 
happen. In fact, years ago in 
Lisbon, Portugal, many people 
were washed away by one of these 
monster waves. 

The Japanese call them 
“tsunamis,” which is their word for 
tidal waves. Most tsunamis 
happen in the Pacific Ocean, 
where lots of earthquakes and 
underwater volcanoes create these 
giant waves. 

When a tsunami is about to 


strike, the sea seems to suck up all the water from 
the shore. It creates a type of valley called a 
“trough,” which is where the wave’s crest comes 
crashing down. Until recently, troughs were the only 


sign that a killer wave was on its way. 


Now scientists can measure tidal movements in 
time to warm people. It’s.a good thing, because 
these waves can. be 200 feet tall when they hit land. 
That’s about as high as a 20-story building. And 
these waves are strong and fast—they can.move at 
600 miles per hour. That’s jetliner speed!
